This  clzissification  is  purely  preliminary  and  is  intended 
only  to  give  information  as  to  the  classes  for  which  live 
stock  and  birds  to  be  shown  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Inter- 
national Exposition  may  be  prepared.  Some  changes  may 
be  made  in  this  preliminary  announcement,  but  a  fairly 
accurate  idea  of  the  classifications  and  the  distribution  of 
prize  money  is  afforded. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  make  any  changes  that  may  be 
deemed  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  Panama-Pacific 
International  Exposition. 

The  final  classification  and  premium  list,  which  will 
appear  at  a  later  date,  will  contain  full  and  complete  in- 
formation as  to  the  rules  aund  regulations  governing  the 
exhibition  and  judging  of  live  stock,  together  with  instruc- 
tions  as  to  shipping  smd  unloading  of  animals  and  birds  and 
the  necessary  customs  and  quarantine  regulations. 
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THE  EXPOSITION  AREA 


The  total  area  covered  by  the  Exposition  is  635  acres,  of 
which  65  acres  will  be  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  Department 
of  Live  Stock. 

The  buildings  devoted  to  Live  Stock  are  specially  designed 
for  the  purposes  of  exhibition  and  are  not  of  the  farm  utility 
kind  always  used  in  previous  expositions.  Their  arrangement 
in  compact  form  gives  larger  accommodations  within  a  smaller 
area  than  was  ever  before  attempted,  thus  adding  to  the  com- 
fort of  the  animals  and  the  celerity  with  which  they  may  be 
exhibited. 

The  buildings  devoted  to  the  Department  of  Live  Stock 
cost  $150,000  and  afford  ample  room  and  comfort  for  all  animals 
and  birds  on  exhibition. 

Situated  at  the  north  end  of  the  great  peninsula  which 
divides  the  Pacific  Ocean  from  San  Francisco  Bay,  with  a  back- 
ground of  the  great  city  rising  in  terraced  heights  and  the 
forest-clad  slopes  and  fortress-crowned  hills  of  the  Presidio, 
once  the  stronghold  of  the  Spanish  conquerors  and  now  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  defence  of  our  great  nation ;  facing  the  Golden 
Gate  and  the  Marin  mountains,  capped  by  the  mighty  Tamal- 
pais;  with  the  world's  greatest  harbor  on  the  one  hand  and  the 
world's  greatest  ocean  on  the  other;  gleaming  with  the  myriad 
lights  and  colors  of  the  diamond  in  its  Tower  of  Jewels;  inspir- 
ing awe  with  its  great  courts  and  palaces;  entrancing  in  its 
color  scheme;  bejeweled  with  its  floral  plantations  and  filled 
with  the  latest  and  most  perfect  examples  of  human  accom- 
plishment from  all  the  world,  the  location  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition  is  unsurpassed  by  that  of  any 
former  world's  event  of  similar  character. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


The  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  is  located  in  the  city  of 
San  Francisco,  on  the  bay  front,  at  the  north  end  of  the  peninsula.  The 
Exposition  grounds  are  of  easy  access  from  all  directions  both  by  land  and 
water.  The  sixty-five  acres  devoted  to  live  stock  are  located  at  the  west 
end  of  the  Exposition  area,  where  the  wooded  hills  of  the  Presidio  afford 
protection  and  where  the  climate  is  very  equable  and  animals  will  be  at 
their  best  so  far  as  climatic  conditions  arc  concerned. 

In  conformity  with  tlie  foundation  principle  of  the  Exposition,  the 
exhibits  in  the  Department  of  Live  Stock  will  be  educational  as  well  as 
competitive.  In  order  best  to  accomplish  this  object  and  in  order  that 
every  visitor  who  passes  through  the  gates  of  the  Exposition  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  study  the  results  of  modern  breeding  methods,  the  e.x- 
liibits  in  the  Department  of  Live  Stock  will  be  shown  in  two  grand  divisions. 

VIEW  HERDS. 

1.  "View  Herds,"  composed  of  animals  and  exhibits  of  poultry  which 
have  been  selected  by  competent  authority  as  being  typical  of  their  several 
breeds,  will  be  maintained  by  the  various  breed  record  and  poultry  asso- 
ciations and  by  states  and  countries  on  the  grounds  of  the  Exposition  durinf( 
tiic  period  from  February  20th  to  September  20th,  1915.  As  no  display  of 
tiic  resources  of  a  state  or  country  can  be  complete  without  a  show  of 
its  live-  stock,  and  as  the  permanent  exhibits  in  former  expositions  have 
been  composed  of  the  products  of  the  soil,  the  factory  and  the  mines,  whilei 
live  stock  has  been  on  exhibition  for  only  a  few  days  late  in  the  season, 
and  as  this  arrangement  has  deprived  the  great  majority  of  visitors  of 
an  inspection  and  study  of  the  various  breeds  and  types  of  domestic  animals, 
the  maintenance  of  a  permanent  exhibit  of  pure-bred  live  stock  and  poultry 
of  all  breeds  will  serve  to  mark  an  epoch  in  Exposition  giving  and  prove 
of  the  highest  educational  value  in  matters  pertaining  to  mankind's  most 
important  industry.  Practically  every  human  being  has  an  interest  in  some 
form  of  live  stock  and  the  comprehensive  exhibit  planned  for  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition  will  afford  an  educational  opportunity  to 
all  visitors  such  as  they  have  never  before  enjoyed. 

Tlic  maintenance  of  view  herds  will  afford  buyers  an  opportunity  to 
inrikc  a  careful  study  and  selection  not  only  of  the  breeds,  but  of  the  t\pcs 
r)f  animals  in  whicli  lhc\-  may  be  interested.  It  will  also  afford  an  cxccj) 
linnal  opportunity  fur  the  Iireed  record  associations  to  advertise  the  (|uali- 
tics  of  their  respective  breeds  in  a  territory  which  is  as  yet  practically 
new  in  a  pure-bred  sense  and  will  afford  the  breeders  an  opportunity  to 
book  orders  for  future  delivery.  Owing  to  the  changed  relations  which  will 
exist  in  the  commercial  world  because  of  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal, 
which  is  celebrated  by  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  new 
markets  will  be  open  for  pure-bred  live  stock  from  the  countries  of  Latin 
.'\merica,  the  Orient  and  the  Islands  of  the  Pacific,  and  it  is  believed  that 
no  meritorious  exhibit  in  the  Department  of  Live  Stock  need  be  returned 
for  lack  of  opportunity  to  sell  at  fair  prices. 
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COMPETITION  FOR  PREMIUMS. 


2.  Competition  for  premiums  in  the  Department  of  Live  Stock  will 
take  place  in  September,  October  and  November  of  1915.  In  addition  to  the 
$175,000  which  has  been  set  aside  as  cash  premiums  to  be  paid  by  the  Exposi- 
tion in  the  different  classes  of  breeding  and  fat  animals  and  of  poultry  and  pet 
stock,  considerable  sums  have  been  appropriated  in  cash  by  the  different 
associations  at  interest,  States  and  countries,  so  that  the  aggregate  amount  of 
money  in  cash  premiums  will  appro.ximate  $500,000,  in  addition  to  cups,  medals 
and  other  trophies.

Animals  shown  in  the  view  herds  may  also  be  shown  in  the  competi- 
tion for  premiums  if  desired,  or  they  may  be  sold  and  their  places  in  the 
view  herds  taken  by  others,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Department  of  Live  Stock.  Animals  and  poultry  shown  in  the  educational 
exhibit  will  be  required  to  make  way  for  the  groups  shown  in  the  competition 
for  breed  prizes. 
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TR.WSPORTATION. 


Tlie  Transcontinental  Freight  Bureau  has  granted  a  one-way  freight 
rate  on  all  live  stock  intended  for  exhibition  purposes  (except  race  horses 
and  vehicles  for  which  separate  special  rates  will  be  granted)  by  which 
all  live  stock  on  which  full  freight  rates  have  been  paid  to  the  Exposi- 
tion will  be  returned  free  over  the  same  route.  On  animals  sold  or  other- 
wise disposed  of  at  the  Exposition,  a  refund  of  25%  of  the  freight  charges 
collected  for  the  haul  to  the  Exposition  will  be  made  by  the  lines  over  which 
the  shipment  was  originally  made.  Express  rates  have  recently  been  reduced 
so  that  shippers  who  desire  may  take  advantage  of  them. 

Exhibits  will  be  landed  directly  on  the  grounds  of  the  Exposition 
without  transshipment  and  will  be  unloaded  witiiin  the  space  allotted  to 
the  Department  of  Live  Stock.  Tiie  buildings  are  so  arranged  that  no  ani- 
mal will  be  compelled  to  travel  more  than  a  sliort  distance  from  the  un- 
loading chute. 

FEED  AND  FORAGE. 

The  Department  of  Live  Stock  will  supply  feed  of  all  kinds  to  the 
Exhibitors  without  making  a  profit,  thus  protecting  them  against  overcharge 
or  the  necessity  for  searching  for  supplies.  Exhibitors  may  bring  their 
own  feed  if  they  desire,  subject  only  to  state  and  LTnited  States  quar- 
antine regulations. 

A  careful  investigation  based  on  the  average  cost  of  feed  stuffs  for 
a  period  of  years  gives  the  following  results :

In  preparing  these  figures  an  efifort  has  been  made  to  strike  a  general 
average. 

Ensilage  will  l)e  provided  in  the  silos  of  the  Department  of  Live  Stock, 
as  well  as  cabbage  for  sheep,  and  other  special  feeds. 

FREE  STALL  RENT. 

There  will  be  no  charge  made  for  exhibit  space,  stall  rent,  entry  fees 
or  water  in  the  Department  of  Live  Stock.  A  nominal  charge  will  be  made 
for  cooping,  feeding,  receiving  and  preparing  for  shipment  the  poultry, 
pigeons,  pet  stock,  dogs  and  cats. 

QUARANTINE. 

State  and  Federal  quarantine  regulations,  where  they  apply,  will  cover 
the  admission  of  exhibits  in  the  Department  of  Live  Stock  and  competent 
veterinary  service  will  be  available,  the  charges  for  which  will  be  borne  by 
the  exhibitors. 
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SALES. 


Every  exhibitor  will  have  tlic  privilege  of  making  sales  or  taking  orders, 
but  no  animals  can  be  released  from  the  Exposition  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  live  stock  show  for  its  class  without  a  written  order  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Department  of  Live  Stock. 

Public  sales  of  live  stock  will  be  licld  on  the  Exposition  grounds  from 
time  to  time  under  the  supervision  of  the  breed  record  associations  repre- 
senting the  same,  and  hy  special  arrangement  with  the  Chief  of  the  De- 
partment of  Live  Stock. 

CONSIGNMENTS. 

Animals  and  birds  consigned  for  exhibition  purposes,  whether  in  the 
view  herds  or  in  the  competition  for  premiums,  must  be  billed  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  and  all  shipping  charges 
should  be  prepaid. 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  comprehensive  schedule  of  special  activities  in  the  Department  of 
Live  Stock  includes  the  following : 

I'jI'LU  TuiALS 

The  Pacific  Coast  Field  Trials  Club  will  make  of  its  thirty-second 
annual  meeting  and  field  trials  an  international  event  which  will  be  partici- 
pated in  by  hundreds  of  the  highest  classes  of  hunting  dogs  in  the  world. 
The  field  trials  will  be  held  in  middle  California  during  the  opening  weeks 
of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  after  which  the  award  of 
trophies  will  be  made  on  the  grounds  of  the  Department  of  Live  Stock,  where 
the  dogs  participating  will  be  benched  for  show  as  the  first  special  event 
of  tlie  Department  of  Live  Stock. 

Universal  Polo 

A  Universal  Polo  Tournament,  in  which  teams  of  polo  players  from 
Great  Britain,  France,  Spain,  Austria,  India,  Africa,  the  Argentine,  Hono- 
lulu, Canada  and  the  various  states  of  the  Union  will  be  invited  to  com- 
pete for  special  cups  and  prizes  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Polo 
Association  will  be  another  great  event  in  the  Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition.  Arm\-  teams  from  the  various  nations  where  army  polo  is 
played  will  also  be  in  competition,  and  this  Tournament  will  comprise  the  first 
important  special  function  to  be  held  by  the  Department  of  Live  Stock. 
The  polo  finals  will  be  played  on  specially  prepared  grounds  within  the 
infield  of  the  race  track  belonging  to  the  Department  of  Live  Stock  and 
will  occupy  the  six  weeks  following  March  15,  1915.  Polo  ponies  will  be  shown 
for  prizes  under  the  regular  classification. 

C.WALRV  Events 

A  series  of  international  military  events  is  planned  to  be  held  under  the 
supervision  of  officers  of  the  United  States  Army,  the  armies  of  other  coun- 
tries and  of  civilians  interested  in  special  breeds  of  horses  chosen  for  the  pur- 
pose and  to  include  teams  from  the  cavalry  of  all  civilized  nations.  Details 
are  now  being  worked  out  by  the  military  authorities  and  will  be  an- 
nounced in  ample  time. 
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tlAKiVESS  RaCU^ 

Speed  is  one  of  tlic  nmst  desirable  characteristics  of  the  light  horse,  and 
men  have  bred  horses  with  this  object  in  view  for  ages.  But  with  speed 
must  come  stamina,  courage  and  endurance,  which  must  be  bred  into 
the  horse  as  well.  The  only  place  wiicrc  the  breeder  can  show  the  results 
of  his  skill  with  this  class  of  horse  is  on  the  speed  ring  and  in  competition. 
A  light  harness  race  meeting  has  been  arranged  for  the  month  of  June 
and  a  similar  one  for  the  month  of  October,  in  each  of  which  there  will  be 
two  races  for  purses  of  $20,000  each.  The  total  sum  offered  in  stakes  and 
purses  for  these  two  international  race  meetings  is  $227,000.  The  entry 
list  is  already  large  and  the  interest  in  these  meetings  is  intense.  A  specially 
constructed  one-mile  track  has  been  built  on  the  grounds  of  the  Department 
of  Live  Stock,  where-  it  is  expected  that  new  world's  records  will  be  made. 

D.MRV  Demonstr.\Tion 

Milk  is  the  one  universal  food  and  its  sanitary  production  and  care  in 
ample  supplies  is  an  enormous  problem,  the  solution  of  which  will  be  helped 
by  the  display  of  dairy  cattle  and  dairy  and  creamery  appliances  in  opera- 
tion. One  of  the  special  features  of  importance,  therefore,  will  include  a  dairy 
demonstration  in  which  the  sanitary  handling  of  milk  and  its  products, 
the  proper  feeding  and  care  of  cows  for  the  most  economical  results,  the 
production  of  certified  milk,  the  reduction  of  the  bacterial  count,  the  daily 
record  of  each  individual  cow  in  a  specially  selected  herd  of  grade  animals 
chosen  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  the  value  of  type,  in  the  selection  of 
profitable  cows  of  any  breed,  and  the  manufacture  of  butter,  cheese,  ice 
cream  and  other  milk  products,  which  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  rec- 
ognized authority  and  will  not  be  a  breed  milking  contest  in  any  sense. 

House  Show 

Interest  is  again  concentrating  in  the  horse  and  during  the  October 
races  there  will  be  held  in  the  stadium  and  on  the  race  track  a  horse 
show  which  will  include  the  display  of  all  classes  from  the  Drafter  to 
the  Pony,  with  special  attention  to  the  Saddle  horse.  In  addition  to  its 
value  to  the  farmer  who  must  depend  upon  the  horse  for  his  motive  power,  and 
to  the  professional  man  who  relies  upon  the  horse  for  his  pleasure  as  well  as 
his  business,  the  horse  show  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposi- 
tion will  take  high  rank  as  a  social  and  useful  event. 

Of  special  interest  to  the  city  business  man,  as  well  as  to  the  farmer  and 
breeder,  will  be  the  great  draft  horse  parade  composed  of  draft  horses  of 
all  breeds  in  single  team,  four  and  six-horse  hitches,  with  appropriate 
vehicles.  This  display  will  not  be  confined  to  pure-bred  animals  and  will 
be  utilitarian  in  purpose.  Here  will  be  shown  the  results  of  the  breeder's  art 
and  skill  in  the  production  and  development  of  the  great  drafters  upon 
which  the  questions  of  modern  transportation  so  much  depends. 

Wool  Grading 

With  the  increase  of  the  cost  of  living,  attention  has  centered  in  the 
meat  producing  animals,  and  demands  of  various  kinds  and  in  numerous 
countries  are  being  made  to  increase  their  production.  With  this  general 
concentration  of  thought  along  this  economic  line,  the  sheep  has  come  in 
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fur  largo  consideration,  and  in  atldition  to  llic  \ww  Hocks  of  sheep,  which 
will  be  maintained  on  the  grounds  of  the  Exposition  throughout  the  already 
stated  period,  and  also  in  addition  to  the  competition  for  premiums  wliich 
will  probabl.v  bring  out  the  largest  show  of  high  class  sheep  ever  made 
in  America,  there  will  be  held  an  international  sheep  shearing  contest,  in 
which  men  and  women  experts  from  different  countries  will  compete  in  an 
exhibition  of  skill  for  the  premiums  offered.  There  will  also  be  a  wool 
sorting  and  grading  demonstration  participated  in  by  experts  from  different 
countries  and  having  for  its  purpose  a  great  object  lesson  to  all  who  are 
interested  in  the  production  and  use  of  wool.

Along  with  these  contests  and  the  competition  for  premiums  among  the 
different  breeds  of  sheep  will  be  licld  a  series  of  old-fashioned  sheep-dog  trials 
on  the  grounfls  of  the  Di'parlnicnt  of  I^ive  Stock. 

C\KLoT  Snow 

^lore  inii)i>rtant  pri)l)lei)is  of  both  the  urban  and  rural  populations  of  the 
world  will  be  solved  by  the  economical  production  of  live  stock  than  in  any 
other  manner.  Meat  is  the  proper  food  of  mankind  and  all  of  that  brain 
and  brawn  which  has  ever  characterized  the  dominant  races ;  all  of  that 
vim  and  energy  which  has  conquered  the  wildernesses,  subdued  to  his  own 
uses  the  forces  of  earth  and  air  and  advanced  our  civilization  beyond  the 
visions  of  prophecy,  has  been  built  upon  a  food  ration  of  which  meat  was 
an  essential  element.  The  continuous  display  of  beef  and  pork  producing 
animals  during  the  period  of  the  Exposition,  the  great  showing  of  these  ani- 
mals in  the  competitions  for  breed  prizes  and  the  display  of  the  finished 
animals  in  the  carlot  classes  will  constitute  a  significant  event  in  economic 
history  as  well  as  a  school  of  object  teacln'ng  not  before  enjoyed. 

Poultry  Show 

Among  all  domestic  things  perhaps  none  comes  closer  in  contact  with 
so  many  human  beings  to  their  profit  as  does  the  helpful  hen,  and  the 
poultry  show  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  l''x])osition  will  probably 
include  more  breeds  and  types  than  any  other,  as  well  as  a  larger  number 
of  exhibits.  The  interest  in  the  poultry  show  is  world-wide  and  plans 
have  been  made  to  provide  for  a  show  of  at  least  12,500  l)irds,  and  in  addi- 
tion, turkeys,  ducks,  geese  and  pigeons.  The  interest  in  this  great  show 
has  manifested  itself  in  the  offering  of  numerous  money  awards,  trophies, 
leg  bands  and  special  ribbons  by  the  various  specialty  clubs  of  this  and 
other  countries,  and  these  will  be  in  addition  to  the  cash  prizes  offered  by  tlie 
Exposition. 

Egg-L.wing  CoxTitsT 

Plans  are  now  completed  whereby  an  international  egg  laying  contest  will 
be  conducted  on  the  grounds  of  the  Exposition,  beginning  in  November,  1914, 
and  continuing  for  twelve  months.  Definite  information  in  regard  to  this 
contest  will  be  furnished  on  application.

Ciiii.iiki;n's  Pets 

l''ullovviiig  the  iiitcniational  dog  and  cat  shows  and  the  inttrnational  pet 
stock  show,  and  serving  as  the  climax  of  the  special  activities  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Live  Stock,  will  be  the  children's  pet  stock  show,  which  will  be  the  last 
of  the  important  events  to  be  held  by  this  Department  and  which  will  in- 
clude an  invitation  to  the  children  of  the  world  to  assemble  each  with  his  pet 
in  a  grand  competition  and  display  for  the  benefit  and  training  of  the  future 
men  and  women.  The  ownership  and  care  of  pets  by  children  is  a  vitally 
important  element  in  their  training  and  teaches  them  qualities  of  heart 
and  mind  which  cannot  be  obtained  in  any  other  way.  Children  are  educated 
more  by  those  with  whom  they  go  to  school  than  by  those  to  whom  they 
go,  and  the  ownership  of  pets'  is  an  important  item  in  their  training. 

Co.Wl;  NTIO.XS 

A  special  Hall  of  Congresses  is  being  erected  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Department  of  Live  Stock  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  all  live  stock, 
poultry  and  other  associations  which  will  hold  their  meetings  in  San 
r'rancisco  in  1915.  This  hall  will  be  specially  equipped  with  movi-ng  pic- 
ture and  magic  lantern  apparatus  and  every  other  facility  for  the  giving 
of  lectures  and  demonstrations  of  interest  to  the  live  stock  breeding  fra- 
ternity. Already  a  large  number  of  such  associations  have  signified  their 
intentions  to  meet  in  San  Francisco  and  this  number  will  probably  be  ma- 
terially increased  before  the  opening  da}'.

HORSES,  ASSES  AND  MULES 
PERCHERON 

In  addition  to  the  Exposition  prize  list  the  Percheron  Society  of  America  has 
offered  $3,000  in  supplemental  money. 

The  Societe  Hippique  Percheronne  de  France  offers  "an  object  of  art  of  great
